JF the final presentation of the 

Workshop plays is delivered 
■with as much ease as was shown 
at the dress rehearsal last night, 
both players and producers can 
be sure of a successful perform- 
ance. Of course, there are the 
usual small details which require 
the final supervision of the property 
man, and the need of brushing up 
on the odd line here and there, but 
on. the whole both plays show that 
a great deal of time and work has 
been, devoted to their production. 

These plays which "will be pre- 
sented in the Association Hall of 
the Central Y.M.C.A. on Drununond 
St., at 8.30 p.m. tonight will ring 
up the curtain on the dramatic 
season at McGill. They will take 
the form of two one-act plays en- 
titled "Three Pills In a Bottle" and 
"The House With The Twisty Win- 
dows." The former will be directed 
by Ambrose Saunders and concerns 
the conversations o£ a young in- 
valid with different people, each 
one revealing his true character 
through his soul. Bernice Levine, 
in the character of the boy, Tony 
Sinis givès'tlie'mbst' coriviriciiîg p ér- 
formance as far 'as knowing her 
lines and cues is concerned; Widow 
Sims is a little stiff at first in 
the role of Tony's mother but im- 
proves towards the end of her 
scenes^ The Middle-aged gent done 
by L. Hauxhurst could be far more 
forceful and less brusque towards 
the close of the play. Jack Wilson 
■who plays the part of the Gentle- 
man's soul handles a difficult 
speaking part very well. The 
Scissor-grinder, John Stovel, and 
his Soul, Ralph Whitehead are both 
very convincing, although 'they 
lack the ease of diction of the 
Scrub-lady, Barbara Mullen, and the 
versatility of her Soul, Leila Red- 
mond.' 

RED TERROR STORY. 

The second play, "The House 
With the Twisty Windows," is pre- 
sented by Katherine MacDonald, 
and its story is based on an episode 
■which happened during the Red 
Terror in Russia. Carlo Bos, in' the 
xole of James Roper, K.C„ gives a 
somewhat nonchalant performance 
and carries off difficult situations 
■with an ease which saves the per 
f ormance from being choppy. Ralph 
Flitton as Charlie Clive gives a very 
convincing portrayal of the nervous, 
impetuous member of tlie par 
ty. Heather Sorrell done by Helen 
L'Esperaace, is the best perform 
ance in the play, and also helps the 
awkward pauses. Talbot Johnson 
as Derrick Moore, could Improve 
his part by using -more forceful eX' 
pression, as coiild Anne, played by 
Eileene Munroe. Stepham by Archie 
MacLeod, Is adequate io. his part 
which has its only possibilities in 
its costume. 

In "the latter production there is 
a great field for dramatic tension 
which up till now has not been 
fully realized by any of the players 
with perhaps the exception of Ralph 
Flitton.

nPHERB was a real note of 
tragedy last night when four 
hundred students gathered in . the 
Auditorium Ballroom in a benefit 
dance for Chinese Student relief. 
Not one of those present could have 
helped but reflect, at some time 
during the evening, that perhaps 
at that moment Japanese planes 
were circling over some bit of 
Chinese terrain, launching their 
rain of terror; that a Japanese 
machine-gun was singing its song of 
death in a staccato aria of fated 
bullets; that, while they were danc- 
ing to Laing's cats to the tune of 
"Midnight in a Madhouse," some 
helpless Chinese was being pierced 
to the guts by a relentless bayonet. 

Despite this gloomy note the 
Chinese - embroidered festivities 
assumed a joyous air. It is diffi- 
cult to remain • to think grim 



thoughts when a swing band is 
jamming, when a hot band is really 
sending, when student lose inhibi- 
tions to trip the fantastic truckin' 
steps. A curious note was added 
when some of the Chinese students 
appeared in native garb, long 
unform-fitting dresses. 

The Auditorium was decorated 
with indecipherable slogans in 
Chinese, one of which was inter- 
preted, however correctly, as mean- 
ing "Ten Thousand Years \o 
China." Entertainment was ,-pro- 
vided later in the evening by 
Chinese talent. 

The dance, which was sponsored 
by the Chinese Student Relief 
Fund, had the patronage of Sir 
Edward Beatty and Acting-Princi- 
pal Brittain. The committee in 
charge comprised representatives of 
fifteen campus organizations. Al! 
proceeds will be used to aid all) 
students in Cihina.

'LIBERTY' TOPIC 
OF MACLENNAN 

States Overempliasis Placed on 
F ree Spee ch 

Urges Development of One- 
self.. Accprding to_Qonyja-_ 
tlons 



AS INTRODUCTION to his 
*^ speech on "Personal Liberty 
and^the Modern State," before the 
Twentieth Century Institute of Na- 
tional affairs last night. Prof. R. .D, 
MacLennan set out to define in- 
dividual freedom. He stated too 
much emphasis is being placed on 
the freedom of speech. Although 
the freedom of speech is one of the 
essentials of personal^ freedom, yet 
it is only a thin shadow of one of 
the great ideas of the Reformation. 
This idea is the freedom of indivi- 
dual conviction and conscience. One 
of the main essentials 'of personal 
freedom, then, is conviction, he said. 

The other main essential' is the 
provision by the society in which 
one lives to develop oneself accord- 
ing to that conviction. In the mod- 
ern world one of the two essentials 
for personal liberty is lacking and 
that is the sense of conviction. If 
the people today would recover 
that, the speaker asserted, dictator- 
ships would not be possible. Dic- 
tatorship involves the surrender of 
personal conviction to authority. 
This conviction, the speaker ex- 
plained, which is the inner side of 
freedom, is very closely connected 
with the "liberty of conscience" of 
the reformers. Freedom of speech 
is no good if you can't act accord- 
ing to your convictions, he declared. 

EDUCATION AND FREEDOM. 

After thus dealing with personal 
freedom. Prof. MacLennan ■went on 
to the subject of freedom with re- 
gard to the modern state. Where 
our democracies are lacking, is not 
in the form of government, but in 
the ability to provide the people 
with conviction or ideal. The move 
ment of political thought is in the 
direction of a more planned sys 
tem of society than thé democracy 
has so far been able to achieve. 
The trouble today is that the plan- 
ned systems that , have been put 
into operation have tended to take 
away from the citizen his person- 
ality and to vest that all in the 
state, said ^of. MacLennan. 

It is very difficult to detect the 
approach of this system of govern- 
ment, he said. One of the chief 
functions of society, the speaker 
continued, is education. It is the 
most powerful instrument for 
curing personal freedom or .the very 
opposite of that. In this way and 
through educational' means the dic- 
tatorship can 'glorify itself and 
establish itself in the minds of the 
people as the supreme god. There- 
fore the autonomy of education is 
one of the main bulwarks against 
the totalitarian state. 

Prof. MacLennan was introduced 
by Mr. Wells, the President of the 
society, and he was thanked by Mr. 
Patterson.

The husltogs, which will be led by 
Glyn Owen and Ted Piper, mem- 
bers of the committee, will in ad- 
dition to the usual speeches include 
a skit depicting a particular phase 
of the question of civil liïjerties in 
this province. 

The committee, consisting of Glyn 
Owen as chairman. Mort Freeman, 
Ted Piper, Even Jack, and Reg. 
Louthood, will demonstrate its good 
faith by dispensing with the large 
delegation of students which was to 
have accompanied it to the City Hall 
offices. This was done because of 
the refusal of Mr. Beaulac, head of 
the Board of Censors, to receive 
a larger delegation and his an- 
nouQcement that such a delegation 
if sent would not be dealt with by 
his office but by the office of the 
Attflrney-General. 

. PUJCOMDE OF AppRESS, 

The selection of this committee 
and the proposed student delega- 
tion, which the former will now 
also represent, was the outcome of 
an address by Mr. R. L. Calder, 
K.C., at an open meeting of the 
Social Problems Club held last 
Wednesday. , The' protest is . to be 
added to those made by other active 
groups in. the province. At the 
meeting a resolution was almost 
unanimously passed "respectfully 
requesting" that the Board of Cen- 
sors reconsider its temporary ban 
of "The Life of Emile Zola" or malce 
public its reasons for its action, 
since JThe Legion of Decency, The 
Hays Office, The National Board of 
Review, and the majority of the 
Boards of Censors and motion pic- 
ture critics have given the. produc- 
tion a very high rating. They all 
agree, that the film is inoffensive to 
any religious and political group 
and contains nothing which could 
be considered morally offensive in 
any civilized countrj-.

MUSICIANS TO HBAR 
DISCUSSION ON DOGS 



Dr. Babkin Will Talk Friday 
on "Canine Hearing" 



. "Auditory Capacity in Dogs" will 
be the title of Dr. Boris B. Babkin's 
address to the Conservatorium of 
Music this Friday. This will be one 
of the regular meetings of the club, 
and will take place af4 p.m. in the 
haU. of the , Conservatorium, 677 
Sherbrooke St. W. 

Dr. Babkin, of the Department of 
Physiology, is an ardent amateur 
musician. He makes Russian music 
his hobby, and himself plays the 
balalaika. The . executive of the 
Conservatorium Club .first asked 
him to give a talk on Russiafi Music, 
illustrating this on his balalaika, but 
Dr. Babkin refused on the grounds 
that he felt himself too much of an 
amateur. Turning from a considéra 
tion of the producing to the receiv 
ing end, be chose to discuss the re- 
action of animals to sound, especi- 
ally .musical sound. ^ 

Recently Dr. Babkin has per 
formed a great, many experiments 
to test the sound sensitivity of such 
animals as dogs and cats, > and oh 
Friday he will describe some of 
these experiments, and illustrate 
his talk with blackboard drawings. 
During his talk, which will last for 
about half an hour. Dr. Babkin wiU 
describe the analytioal capacity of 
the brain of the dog, and the 'me 
chanism by which the animal diS' 
tinguishes between sounds and 
sound combinations, Human and 
canine brains react to sound stimii' 
lation in similar fashion, so the 
executives hope that the subject 
will interest an audience of mUsi' 
clans, ■ •

Toronto Educationalist Em- 
phasizes Necessity for Child 
Self-expression 



PRIMARY Education must not 
concern itself too much with 
drilling fixed facls-lnto.lhci mlnd.oJL 
the charge, it was emphasized by 
Arthur Lismer yesterday in addres- 
sing students of the Department of 
Education on the topic "Creative 
Education." 

Mi^ Lismer, who has wide exper- 
ience as educational supervisor of 
the Art Gallery at Toronto, stressed 
the importance of art in education. 
He has just returned from a pro- 
longed visit to Australia, New 
Zealand and South Africa in con- 
nection with art education. 

The speaker showed how the 
teaching of fixed details must be 
subordinated in primary education 
to the purpose of self-expression of 
the child. It is only by discovering 
his . own possibilities that the in- 
dividuality of the child can be 
brought forth for constructive de- 
velopment, Mr. Lismer stated. In 
teaching history, for example, it has 
to be recognized that facts are im 
portant but that minor points of 
human interest should be cited to 
illustrate how genuinely real the 
subject is. 

DEPLORES OLD METHODS 
The audience was reminded that 
the. temptation of giving too much 
personal .attention -to the brilliant 
child must be avoided at all times. 
He said thé: inherënt abilities of 
every child would be brought forth 
If the methods suggested were cm- 
ployed. 

Mr. Lismer emphasized how im- 
portant the teaching of art could 
be in developing the observational 
powers of the ' child, and in ac- 
quainting it with its daily environ- 
ment in a natural way. The neces- 
sary details would follow naturally 
as an inevitable consequence. 

Instruction must be given, never- 
theless, the speaker deélared. "This, 
however, must be introduced with 
discretion at the proper time, always 
taking the form of advice. The 
speaker deplored the fact that the 
administrators of education were 
"behind the times" in neglecting to 
introduce these improved methods, 

Prof. John Hughes, head of the 
Department of Education, presided 
at thè meeting and introduced the 
speaker. The lecture- itself was 
illustrated with slides. <

OFFICIAL AGREEMENi;, 
The official agreement follows: 

1. That the Student Christian 
Movement is a free, independent 
autonomous movement. The power 
to determine its , policy and pro- 
gramme must ever reside within its 
own. organization, insofar -as ttiis 
policy or programme does not cqh- 
flict with the jurisdiction of the 
Students' Eexecutive Council on the

Body" shall be defined as a ân- 
ancial canvass which extends be-- 
yond the members of the organiza- . 
tion or persons who by attending ^ 
meetings or functions have signified 
their interest in the organizatioa.

/"•ARRYING on the dramatic work which he 
^ began at McGill, Dr. Walter again presented 
a German play last week in the Montreal 
Repertory Theatre Studio, How Can I Hold 
My Man, or Wie Fessle Ich Meinen Mann, was 
his choice. Even to the number of people in 
the audience who understood little German, 
the comedy ot the play as suggested by the title, 
was very well projected. 

The ^ver capable direction ol Dr. Waltçr 
was the reason for making the presentation of 
a German play, more th^n the mçrç novelty 
of producing a play in a fQreign language, but 
a <lràmàtlc achievement of value. The success 
of the play wa^ due in a large measure to a 
keen sense of timing, which was apparent in 
the smallest detail. Of course timing is an 
all-important essential to good comedy. The 
three women who provide the Interest of the 
play are instructed In the technique of holding 
the affections of their husbands. They decide 
upon a strategy of jealousy, and rather than 
become involved with strangers, they exchange 
husbands. Further developments show that 
this is definitely a bad idea. The husbands see 
through the scheme, but carry on, each taking 
sçmçbody else's wife off for the week-end, and 
all arriving at the same inn. In the moui^tains. 
The innkeeper is wary, but finally relaxes on 
his watch. As slumber overtakes him the 
atmosphere clears, "and so to bed". 

The main rol^s were well developed, the 
minor ones less convincing. It is natural In 
amateur performances that the smalier parts 
arç given to less experienced people, and any 
hesitancy on their part breaks the atm"bsphere 
already created. Then too, it is a frequent 
tendency not to concentrate as intensely on 
these smaller parts. It should be possible to 
strive toward a greater perfection in a small 
role, than in a larger part merely because the 
pitfalls are fewer, and each detail, each gesture, 
and each voice inflection can be- studied, and 
every possible alternative interprétation 
weighed conscientiously. ' 

The M.R.T. is also sponsoring Dr. Walter's 
lectures on Ibsen. Two or three plays are 
handled in each lecture, and afterward the 
school of Drama presents an act from Pne of thç 
plays discussed during thç Jectwè.

Tbè Bfillat Xui^i dé M6nte Carlo, founded 
by ColoQél W. dc BmU had returned to enter- 
tain Montreal with classical interpretation of 

the dance, as it was established in Russia in 
the years previous to the Revolution. Since 
that time no one has ever attained the-helghts 
reached by Pavlova and Nljinsky. As was 
demonstrated by the Joos ballèt the trend of 
the modem dance is toward freedom of move- 
ment of the body. The classical more formal 
ballet has not been discarded, though, and still 
holds an audience enthralled. 

The first dance was a romantic pastoral 
scene. It was called "Les Deux Mendiants,"— 
charming in Us simplicity, In the beautiful 
flowing rhythm of the ' two soloists. The 
costumes were not outstanding but appropriate. 
The second dance, "Le Coq d'Or", was the 
grand spectacle of the evening. A tremendous 
oriental display of flaming red and gold, 
strident yellows and oranges were thé restless 
background in the court of King Dodon, à 
gluttonous despot. The dance was written by 
that worthy ancestor of the Russian Ballet, 
Fokine. The golden cock was the wepther-vane 
of the state. Armies were assembled or with- 
drawn, depending upon- his predictions. The' 
lights were used as a means of illumination, 
rather than as an artistic effect, but the 
elaborate costumes provided adequate com- 
pensation. The whole dance was outstanding 
in its glamourous magnificence. It was such a 
powerful panorama that the beaiity of the 
dance in itself was perhaps somewhat 
overshadowed. 

Tbe Ust number "Cimarosiana", was a 
delightful sequence of gay dances. The soloists 
portrayed in Barock playfulness, the gallantry 
of the Italian ballet traditions. With > grand 
Finale thé curtain falls, the soloists ourtsy and 
bowj to a storm of applause.

B. Owen stated his belief that Ger- 
many could govern the colonies as 
well as any other power, and her 
need for raw material was greater. 

Speaking on the negative side of 
the resolution, H. G. Daugh d<«clared 
that Germany wanted colonies for 
military purposes. D. B. Harrison 
went back to Greek and Roman 
times, and discussed the develop- 
fnent of colonization.

*pHE Canadian football season 
* has almost drawn to a close and 
with it many comments upon the 
relative merits of the game as 
played in Canadian leagues, have 
come forth from many parts of the 
country. As usual the majority ot 
the comment concerns the rules as 
they now stand. Many suggestions 
have been forthcoming giving rea- 
sons and means for improving the 
game as a whole, but they have 
confined their efforts to changes 
which would make the game more 
enjoyable from the spectators''point 
of view without due consideration 
for those who are to provide the 
entertainment 

The game is, primarily for 'those 
who take part in . the contest and 
with that in mind let us consider 
the changes that' have been ad- 
vocated. The idea of abolishing the 
kick to the dead-line but to retain 
the single obtained from rouging, 
thus giving the defending team a 
chance to run out the ball. This 
Idea may have Its advantages but 
I am inclined to feel that it 
not a good change. First there is 
something omitted in the above 
suggestion. 'What is to be done 
with the ball after It has been 
kicked to the dead-line? Give it 
to the defending team I suppose, 
at a given number of yards out 
from the touch line. Why give the 
defending team the breaks? That 
is one of the reasons for the com- 
plaints about the games, the games 
are too close and the teams do 
not open up to give the wanted 
thrills. The teams have been 
spending a great deal of time upon 
the defence evér since the intro- 
duction of the forward-pass to the 
Canadian game and havé developed 
it to a science. The first few years 
the forward-pass gave its anticipated 
thrills but by now it is just another 
mode of attack like the end-run or 
line-buck. If the game Is to be 
opened up the defending team is 
not to be given the breaks. If a 
team is sloppy enough- to allow ils 
opponents to have the ball in a 
position where they are able to 
kick to the dead-ljne then well 
and good. Why give the defending 
team the break after all the cry 
is for larger scores. And the team 
who 'has earned the chance to ob- 
tain a point should be given the 
point when it is able to score it. 

The idea of increasing the Inter- 
ference to five yards: This would 
give tho attacking team a better 
chance to gain yards but it would 
not be long before the defence 
would be built up to stop even this 
advantage. This is only sensible as 
may be seen from the American 
rules, where they have four downs 
to make ten yards, with ten yards' 
interference. 

To scrimmage the ball ten yards 
from the sidelines is a good sugges- 
tion but this will not make a 
great deal of difference, as far as 
opening up the game is concerned. 
It will be of benefit to the players 
of both teams preventing the pjay 
from taking- place off the field; that 
is, the men would not be tackled on 
the sidelines so often. 

'Abolish the kick-off.at the begin- 
ning of the third quarter is a good 
recommendation, as it would pre- 
vent the defending team from play- 
ing for time at the end of the second 
quarter. This rule would be a real 
improvement in the present state 
of things. 

The idea of unlimited substitu- 
tion at all times during a quarter 
would mean, the placing of men In 
the game to fulfil the duty which 
they alone can perform. As an ex- 
ample, a team with a man who is 
only a good kicker and can't stana 
the gaff of a whole quarter's play, 
is placed in the game ' to kick a 
rouge or a placement, and is then 
taken out of the game before the 
next play. This does not seem to 
me to be a sound idea and I am 
sure that tlie playcr.s will agree 
Football is a game for those who 
can take it And the boys who go 
out there to practise every night to 
s.weat and toil wouldn't like to have 
a game won by à man who can only 
tàké it in one or two scrimmages a 
game. 

What the game needs to provide 
more thrills and larger scores is a 
little more attention to be paid to 
what the existing rules can pro- 
vide. Every year after the season 
has finished many ideas come from 
many sources for improvements in 
the game. Well, years ago football 
was played and was enjoyed by 
bother spectator and player. Peo- 
ple wànted changes aîid they got 
them. The introduction of the for- 
ward pass brought the desired ef- 
fect and the old M.A.A. A, team won 
the Dominion Championship with 
the help of Warren Stevens. The

WILL FASCISM CONQUER? 

The week-end rumours of a 
Cabinet split in the National GoV' 
ernment have died down. The visit 
of Lord Halifax to Hitler has 
achieved nothing, enabling critics of 
Great Britain's foreign policy to 
chalk up another zero. Whether an 
actual cleavage does exist is debat- 
able. Perhaps the intention of the 
wily Prime Minister was to create 
the impression abroad of division, 
wheré division does not exist. Mr 
Chamberlain's love letters to Mus- 
solini would seem to indicate that 
the heart of the National Govern- 
ment has slid down into the Italian 
boot. However, that there aire many 
far-sighted statesmen in the British 
Isles who fear the Caesarian ambi- 
tions of the renegade socialist is 
u^jdeniable. Thus, the unpredict- 
able and contradictory nature of 
Britain's foreign policy reveals a 
significant gap between her im- 
perial and class interests. The re- 
sulting vacillation has had the most 
unfortunate consequences for the 
peace and security of the world. 
Might has triumphed over right. 
The unsheathed sword has once 
again become the final arbiter of in- 
ternational morality. As a piractical 
ideal the League of Nations has 
evaporated into an Unreal 'fog of 
polite, statesmanlike discourse. It 
can barely muster sufficient 
strength to pass even the most in- 
nocuous resolutions. The Fascist 
Powers have merely to grimace 
awkwardly to make the weak- 
kneed democracies scramble for 
coverage and safety. Almost alone, 
the U.S.S.R. has confronted the 
trouble-makers holdlyj but as her 
Government has improved signally 
the people's living standards she is 
everywhere distrusted. National 
sovereignty is being destroyed and 
lawlessness and political gangster- 
ism sweep everything before them. 
China is unsmilingly accused of 
having started -the war in^thè Far 
East by defending herself. The 
forcible-feeble policy adopted by 
the democracies, in this instance, is 
worse than useless. For Germany 
and Italy are determined to push 
their black smudge, now streaked 
with yellow, across the face of the 
world. Against this background of 
ruthless machtpolitic, Great Britain's 
foreign policy appears to the un- 
initiated unaccountably foolish and 
ineffectual. Seemingly, the National 
Government has decided to save 
democracy no matter how many 
democracies she sacrifices while 
doing so. German and Italian 
"volunteer" troops are fighting the 
Loyalist Government of Spain; 
Tokyo clutches at one Chinese pro- 
vince after another; nothing is 
done. Tomorrow it - will - be the 
turn of the Czecho-SlovaMari Re- 
public or France. The democratic 
governments have adopted the 
worst possible method to fight the 
Fascist bullies— by encouraging 
them. If any arresting force ap- 
pears it will come from witlUn the. 
Fascist countries themselves. , The 
peoples of the totalitarian states are 
already finding the burden of 
piratical conquest heavy. Japan's 
financial position, not to mention 
that of Italy, is extremely shaky. 
Her people are being forced to 
make unheard-of sacirifices; she may 
lose the war winning it. Neverthe- 
less, the democracies must hasten 
to put more iron into their political 
They must learn to match the

When I wrote on October 6th, in 
defence of the Spanish Nationalist 
cause, I did so in a tone which 
invited calm and friendly discus- 
sion, devoid of passionate (add 
impotent) outbursts. In the Span- 
ish question, far too much abuse 
has been flung by each side at 
the other, and it was my hope that 
any argument to which my letter 
should give rise should be con- 
ducted in a more academic manner. 
It is tmfortunate that your correspon- 
dent M.A.F. should have so com- 
pletely lost this, as well as other 
aspects of my letter. . ^ 

He gives me the "lie direct." 
Now, quite apart from ibe fact that 
for his charges he tenders no proof, 
he misquotes me with carefree 
abandon (no doubt imintehtion- 
ally), and with touching simplicity 
represents me as saying things I 
never for a moment- held. I con- 
fessed in my last letter to. being 
a very poor exponent of Franco's 
cause; it is pleasant to find that 
I have an opponent well within the 
scope of my humble powers, and I 
flatter myself thait I will not be 
forced to resort to' stich artificés as 
those just denounced. 

A full discussion of M. A, F.'s 
errors is out of the question, and 
I will confine myself, to consider- 
ing, as briefly as possible, his major 
blunders. > 

Your correspondent ascribes to me 
opinions with which I am in com- 
plete disagreement, I never held 
that "the period of the C.E.D.A. pre-

The pronoimcement ascribed to 
me by M.AJ.,ls particularly repel- 
lent to anyone with even a slender 

knowledge of Spanish history, for 
the simple reason that the C.E.DJV. 
never was actually in power. Its 
leader, Gil Robles, never became 
Prime Minister, 'and his party at no 
time controlled the destinies of the 
country. To blame the C.EJOA. for 
the alleged misgovemment prior to 
the Popular Front is therefore 
absurd. However, it will be useful 
to establish the true responsibilities. 

Spain was ruled during the 
period M.A.F. so vehemently con- 
demns by the Socialists and the 
Radicals. Thus, Sir, your corre- 
spondent, in his desperate attempt 
to indict the C.E.D.A., merely 
damns his own side. A large num' 
ber of the unspeakable hiiquities 
listed by MA.F. must be laid at the 
door of that bulwark of Red Spain, 
President Azana, who, with his So- 
cialists, controlled the destinies of 
the Republic during the first two 
and a- ^slt years of its existence. 
Thus, Sir, your correspondent's 
"accusations" constitute, in fact, 
striking admissions of the tyranny 
practised by the very people he at- 
tempts to defend. . 

Azana's Cabinet was followed hy 
several more moderate Radical 
Croyernments. To the Radicals, 
then,., corresponds the rest of the 
alleged iniquities, listed by MA.F. 
The C.E.D.A. in certain cases sup- 
ported, and even took part in, these 
latter Governments, its object being 
to prevent their downfall at the 
hands of extremists. Nevertheless, 
it was always a small minority in 
them, and although the C.E.D.A. 
ministers seldom saw eye to eye 
with their colleagues, the Radical 
Prime Minister, supported by the 
Radical majority, always had his 
own way. It is unnecessary to go 
further into M.A.F.'s charges; I 
merely confine myself to pointing 
out- that they apply, not to the 
C.E.D.A., as M.A.F. would have it, 
but to his Socialist and Radical 
friends. 

Extreme Leftist agitation during 
the Radical Governments was in- 
tensive and widespread. With 
Samper office (1934), it became 
well-nigK unbearable. In Barce- 
lona, the extremist Esquerra set fire 
to the Law Courts, the Generalidad 
Government openly defied the 
Central authority, and the Left 
newspapers went so far as to incite 
to war against the" rest of Spain. 
In all Spain, the Trade Unions made 
things as difficult as possible for 
the Government constantly using 
their power for political ends, and 
the excesses of the Left forced the 
Government to re-establish the 
death penalty.' On September 12th, 
a vast Socialist arms depot was dis- 
covered at San Esteban de Pravia. 
The Socialist leaders, both in pub- 
lic speeches and through "El 
Socialista", openly threatened re- 
bellion in the event of the admis- 
sion of the C.E.D.A. into the Cab- 
inet A brazen disregard of the most 
elémentary principles of even 
"backward" democracies (to use 
MA.F.'s own words), if we remem- 
ber that the C.E.D.A. was the most 
powerful single ;^rty':in the Cortes, 
and could therefore' reasonably ex- 
pect some share in the Government. 

All this was done in preparation 
for the bloody Asturian' revolt 
which your correspondent is pleased 
to . call "a general strike in protest 
against the low conditions of life." 
The admission of three members of 
the C.E.D.A. into the Lerroux Cab- 
inet was but the pretext, awaited by 
the. Leftists, to start the rebellion 
they had long .'been planning. Wit- 
ness the statements of the Socialist 
newspaper "Adelante," which pub- 
lished the following explanation of 
this "general strike": "The revolu- 
tionary movement was not- started 
because the. President of the Re- 
public had called Sr. Gil Robles 
instead of Sr. Azana, but because it 
was thought that an attempt to seize 
the Government could be made 
under thèse special circumstances." 
M.A,F. will surely not contradict 
the organizers of the movement 
themselves. 

The revolt was characterized by 
the blood-curdling crunes with 
which the present Government's 
supporters have made us familiar, 
and by the ruthless destruction- of 
works of art which seems to have 
been their constant préoccupation 
during a large" part of the present 
struggle. In Oviedo, the Cathedral, 
the University, the Institute, and 
many other ancient buildings, to- 
gether with many blocks of modern 
structures, were razed to the 
ground. In Mieres, all the inmates 
of a Passionist Monastery were 
murdered with the highest refine- 
ments of cruelty. 

European opinion was shocked by 
this dastardly attempt to upset 
Spanish civil life, and it was unan- 
imous in its condemnation of its 
leaders, Azana and Companys, to- 
day respective heads of the iSepub- 
lie and of the Generalidad. Indeed, 
a rebellion against a perfectly legal 
Government which had been in 
power for only 12 hours, could not 
have the slightest pretence of justi- 
fication. 

All, -both in and outside Spain, 
praised the Govonuneht for its 
lenient and conciliatory treatment 

of the Rebels. Twenty-three had 
been condemned to death, and of

prieved. Ten. million pesetas were 
immediately v appropriated for the 
relief of the stricken families, and 
the feelings of Spaniards in general 
may be gauged by the fact that 
great sums of money were publicly 
subscribed for the military force 
which reduced the Rebels. Lerroux 
was enthusiastically greeted in the 
Cortes as the saviour ot the coun- 
try. 

M.A.F. calls this episode "the cli- 
max of C.E.D.A. rule." Considering 
that the CJE.DJi. had been forming 
part ot a Cabinet tor only 12 hours, 
it is at once apparent that he either 
has a very poor knowledge of Span- 
ish history, or else is once again 
carried away by his enthusiasm. 
Moreover, as I have already shown, 
the C.E.D.A. cannot be said ever to 
have been actually in power, for its 
members were always a minority in 
Cabinets dominated by the Radi- 
cals.' 

Let us now pass on to the objec- 
tions made by your correspondent 
which may be considered to have 
some bearing on the subject We 
have just seen that the first part of 
his letter, containing as it' did, a 
formidable indictment ' of his own 
cause, must on no account be re- 
futed by me. 

M. A. F. reveals a veritable pas- 
sion for startling statistics. Not the 
least striking ir that which claims 
that 70 per 'cent of the 'Spanish 
population is at present in Govern- 
ment territory. In a public meet- 
ing, a speaker recently made a 
similar, statemént and On being 
privately asked to produce adequate 
official documents, he was unable 
to "recall" his source. Perhaps 
M.A.F. will kindly enlighten 'lis on 
this score. 

The claim that thére is no push 
behind the Rebel movement is not 
less surprising, especially coming, 
as it does, after the triumphant 
.entry of the Navarrese into Gijon. 
It would be difficult to account for 
the conquest of two-thirds of Spain, 
and for such glorious episodes as 
the defence of the Alcazar and of 
Oviedo against overwhelming odds, 
by a demoralized army. 

One of M. A. F.'s main objects 
is, obviously, to represent the 
Government as the defender of cul- 
ture and civilization. His mention, 
in this connection, of the alleged 
murder of Basque priests by the 
Nationalists is ludicrous, in the face 
of the olpicial Vatican figures, 
which state that over 15,000 re- 
ligious have been slain by the Reds 
in Spain. Such figures need no 
comment 

No less ineffectual is his mention 
of the present Government's new 
educational policy. The Government 
may promulgate- as many laws as it 
wishes; it has not the power to 
carry them out. The law on uni- 
viersity studies was but recently 
passed, and together with it, the 
Government issued an appeal to all 
professors to retùrn to their posts; 
this in itself is an admission that it 
(the Government) was not in a 
position to put the law into oper- 
ation. In fact, I suggest that these 
laws are passed solely for propa- 
ganda purposes, and that the Gov- 
ernment neither can nor intends to 
pu^them into operation. The Uni- 
versity of Valencia has not yet re- 
opened its doors, whereas the world- 
famous Salamanca University has 
carried on its work uninterrupte^y 
under the diligent patronage ot the 
Nationalist Groyérnment. Here alone 
we have a striking cultural testi- 
mony in favor of Franco's cause. 

Your correspondent describes at 
some length a certain International 
Congress for the Defence of Culture 
held during July in Madrid. A 
glance at the names he mentions 
is sufficient to assure us of the 
nature of a meeting, of which the 
world press took no notice.' Mal- 
raux, a man expelled by the French 
from Indo-Cbina on account of his 
dangerous 'activities; 'Alexel Tol- 
stoi, who, 'since the publication of 
his "Descent to Hell" in 1920 has 
been an avowed Communist As for 
the "world famous" José Bergamin, 
even the most extensive and mod- 
ern Spanish works make no men- 
tion of his name. 

M.A.F., proceeding with his ex- 
haltation of the Government's cul- 
tural efforts, quotes ' Sir Frederic 
Kenyon, who has, following a re- 
cent visit to Spain, "expressed his 
astonishment at the amazingly good 
treatment being accorded Spanish 
art by the Government." He well 
may. We are all. astonished to hear 
that this Government's supporters, 
af teTidesecrating the Escorial, burn- 
Ing tne^Cathedral of Toledo, steal- 
ing its priceless works of art, and 
destroying every church in Valen- 
cia (each one a jewel in itself), we 
are astonished, I say, that after per- 
forming these, and other countless 
villianies against Spanish art and 
culture, the Reds did not burn the 
Prado, the Alba collection, and 
whatever they have up to now spar- 
ed of Spanish art Sir Frederic 
may well voice his astonishment; 
we all share it 

MA.F. touchingly speaks of the 
"almost Biblical" exodus from Ma- 
laga of 150,000 men, women and 
children. His story hardly .tallies 
with' contemporary reports of re-' 
hellion against the Reds, and of 
fighting between the defenders 
themselves, long before the arrival 



mention of Unamuno, and cites 
"conclusive" evidence to show that 
Unamuno was" actually a suppor- 
ter of the Government at the time 
of his death. Laying aside the fact 
that Jose Bergamin can hardly be 
held to be an impartial authority 
on the subject I admit that my 
example was rather unfortunate in 
that there is indeed some controv- 
ersy over Unamuno's standpoint at 
his death. I will therefore mention 
another, if possible, more striking 
instance of the support of literary 
men for the Nationalists. Pio Baro- 
ja, member of the Left and world- 
famous writer on the condition of 
the lower classes, is an enthusiastic 
supporter of Franco. A life-long ad- 
vocate of the workers and of the 
poor, he sides with the Nationalist 
causé. 

M.A.F. insists in distorting and 
even reversing my statements. He 
writes: "The execution of 2,000 men 
at Badajoz by the Rebels is deemed 
excusable by Cordoba," /and- then 
goes on to draw his own conclu- 
sions. I wrote: "I do not hold that 
these executions are excusable, 
even as reprisals." It is plain, sir, 
that M.A.F. for some reason credits 
me with words exactly the opposite 
of those I actually uttered— no 
doubt yet another outburst of mis- 
guided enthusiasm! 

All men in à position to have aa 
accurate idea of the Spanish people 
and of Spanish affairs, are unanim- 
ous in their indictment of the Gov- 
ernment. Only today, Professor 
Sugars denounces in the Daily the 
barbaric murder ot the Duke ot 
Veraguas, and of tens of thousands 
of peaceful civilians.- As I pointed 
out in my last letter. South Ameri- 
can opinion is overwhelmingly in 
favour of the Nationalist movement 
Surely, sir, such an attitude in the 
people most closely bound to Spain 
is the surest indication of the true 
leanings of the Spanish people.
